Smoke seen

Life in Lawrenceburg screeched to a halt 
last Friday afternoon as residents looked 
skyward with a mixture of disbelief, awe 
and fear. 

Above them was an enormous cloud of 
black smoke, towering over their streets and 
homes, intermittently blocking out the sun 
and prompting people from as far away as 
Georgetown and Nicholasville to say, nearly 
in unison, “What in the heck is burning?” 

The short answer was a gigantic pile of 
a vinyl material used to bind automotive 
glass and prevent it from shattering. 

The longer answer was polyvinyl butyral, 
a relatively benign substance — until it 
catches fire and releases compounds ranging 
from chlorine to acids. 

Piled nearly five stories high on an area 
larger than a football field, the material 
is stripped from auto glass and resold by

State orders immediate steps’ 
to monitor water runoff 

Spokesperson says air, water, soil at location is safe

The state’s Department for 
Environmental Protection 
issued assurances Tuesday 
morning that air, soil and 
water in and around Law¬ 
renceburg is safe following 
Friday’s fire, according to 
spokesperson Dick Brown. 

However, the agency is tak¬ 
ing what Brown called “imme¬ 
diate steps” to put a corrective 
action plan in place with 
Dlubak Glass, owner of the 
large pile of vinyl that burned 


for nearly three hours. 

“Our overall view of the 
situation for the community 
there in and around Law¬ 
renceburg is that the Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Pro¬ 
tection doesn’t believe there 
are any issues, be it water, soil 
or air as the result of the fire,” 
Brown said in a statement 
Tuesday morning. 

“That said, we are taking 
immediate steps with the busi¬ 
ness to take remedial actions 
and set up a corrective action

Video shows not guilty plea entered by drunk hunting suspect 


News report last week based 
on inaccurate court document

The man indicted with hunting 
under the influence and three felony 
counts of wanton endangerment 
pleaded not guilty April 16 in Ander¬ 
son Circuit Court, contrary to what 


was reported in last week’s edition of 
The Anderson News. 

In its report last week, the news¬ 
paper relied on an order for arraign¬ 
ment, an official document on file in 
the Anderson County Circuit Clerk’s 
office that says Gaines pleaded guilty 
and was scheduled for a diversion 
hearing May 21 at 9 a.m. 

That document contradicts what 
actually happened during Gaines’ 


April 16 hearing. A video recording of 
that hearing viewed by The Ander¬ 
son News clearly shows Gaines’ attor¬ 
ney, Kevin Fox, entering a plea of not 
guilty. That is followed by audio of 
Circuit Court Judge Charles Hickman 
acknowledging the not guilty plea 
and entering it in the record. 

It remains unclear why the docu¬ 
ment, which includes a stamped 
signature from the judge, does not 


reflect what happened during the 
hearing. 

“There was obviously a mistake 
somewhere,” said David Nutgrass, the 
assistant Commonwealth’s Attorney 
who is prosecuting the case. 

Nutgrass said Gaines is still sched¬ 
uled to appear May 21. 

Gaines was charged last September 
following an incident in a public dove 
hunting field in Anderson County.

ers from across the 
region waged all out 
war against a towering 
inferno so hot that it 
cracked the windshield 
of a fire truck, and 
smoke so thick that it 
literally carried water 
sprayed toward it back 
at firefighters, who for a 
while had no choice but 
to lay down their hoses 
and retreat while wait¬ 
ing for reinforcements 
to arrive. 

Social media erupts 
as some evacuate 

The fire caused no 
reported injuries to 
firefighters or nervous 
residents who received 
a Code Red phone call 
from city officials ask¬ 
ing them to conserve 
water and telling them 
that, because the smoke 
was going high enough 
into the atmosphere, 
evacuation wasn’t neces¬ 
sary 

Some evacuated any¬ 
way, including factory 
workers at YKK and 
students at the nearby 
Phoenix Academy 

Social media web¬ 
site Facebook nearly 
exploded as images and 
videos of the blaze went 
viral and others began 
questioning air quality 
statements they were 
hearing from officials. 

Emergency Manage¬ 
ment Director Bart Pow¬ 
ell said Friday afternoon 
that because of the wind 
was taking the smoke 
high into the air, about 
100 feet up, there was no 
need for an evacuation. 

By the time emergen¬ 
cy management would 
have started air quality 
monitoring, Powell said, 
they had eliminated any 
hazardous issues. 

As of Friday after¬ 
noon, there was no 
hazard regarding air 
quality, Powell said, and 
any minimal exposure 
should not create an 
issue for residents. 

“This is total non¬ 
sense,” one Facebook 
comment said. “They 
cannot tell us there was 
no hazard regarding air 
quality without having 


tested it.” 

Billy Squires, an 
instructor at the Phoe¬ 
nix Academy who 
oversees the off-campus 
suspension program, 
said the 28 students 
he evacuated couldn’t 
smell the fire or feel the 
heat, but he wasn’t tak¬ 
ing any chances. 

“They said evacu¬ 
ate,” Squires said Friday 
afternoon, walking with 
Rock Creek subdivision 
neighbor Sharaya Cox 
toward the industrial 
park fire scene. “They 
wanted us out of there 
in case it spread. 

“You could see the 
flames.” 

At YKK, human 
resources director 
Greg Pass said about 75 
employees were evacu¬ 
ated for several reasons. 
Fire trucks and hoses 
blocked off the entrance 
to the manufacturing 
plant, making it dif¬ 
ficult to get in and out. 
Water had been shut 
off to the facility, which 
took YKK out of produc¬ 
tion for its wastewater 
treatment and finishing 
facilities. 

“They were using it 
all on the fire,” Pass said 
of the facility’s water. 

The plant also took 
down part of a fence at 
YKK to give firefight¬ 
ers better access to the 
facility’s fire hydrant, 
he said. 

“I was concerned for 
our employees’ health, 
too,” Pass said. “It’s better 
to be safe than sorry.” 

Downtown Lawrence- 
burg was completely 
backed up with traffic 
on Main Street dur¬ 
ing the majority of the 
incident, owner Jackson 
Horton of Heavens to 
Betsy! Bakery said. 

A customer who 
stopped in the Main 
Street restaurant waited 
six stop lights to change 
before being able to get 
through the intersec¬ 
tion, Horton said. 

At the scene, fire¬ 
fighters accustomed to 
putting out whatever 
burns wondered if any 
amount of water or 
effort could stop the 
blaze, let alone if they’d 
ever figure out what 
started it. 


Few answers after 
daunting task 

Lawrenceburg Fire 
and Rescue Chief Bobby 
Hume was among the 
first to arrive Friday 
afternoon and admit¬ 
tedly wondered how, or 
if, such a huge fire could 
be stopped. 

“When I 
first pulled in 
I expected to 
be there for 
days,” Hume 
said Monday 
as he pulled 
together statis¬ 
tics about the 
fire and mulled 
its cause. “We’d 
never dealt 
with anything 
like it and I never 
dreamt of that burning 
in my lifetime.” 

Hume said his depart¬ 
ment’s investigation into 
what caused the fire is 
closed despite not hav¬ 
ing a firm answer on 
how it happened. 

“We still don’t have a 
clue,” Hume said. “I’ve 
talked to the property 
owner and they don’t 


seem to know, either. 
They found a small fire 
and tried to put it out, 
but it spread way up the 
side. 

“That’s what they’re 
telling me; I don’t know 
if I agree.” 

Hume acknowledged 
that speculation into 
what caused the fire ran 


rampant, including a 
theory that a barbeque 
grill used by company 
employees is to blame. 

Hume said Monday 
that he discussed that 
with the company, too, 
and even saw a grill at 
the scene. 

“It still had hot dogs 
on it,” Hume said. “But it 
was a considerable dis¬ 
tance from the pile and 


I don’t think that’s what 
caused it.” 

Officials at the com¬ 
pany’s headquarters in 
Pennsylvania declined 
to comment. 

Putting it out 

Local firefighters 
worked quickly to fight 
the fire on 
multiple fronts, 
attacking it 
at first from 
the front with 
ground hoses 
and the city’s 
ladder truck, 
which had 
little effect as 
the billowing 
smoke blew the 
water back in 
their faces. 

Others attempted to 
flank the blaze at each 
end. Firefighters posi¬ 
tioned a truck at the 
YKK end and formed a 
makeshift handoff line 
to trudge hoses from the 
truck to a hydrant near¬ 
ly a quarter-mile away. 

Firefighters at the 
opposite end couldn’t 


access the blaze until 
Eddie Carey of nearby 
Carey’s Towing directed 
a man driving a front- 
end loader to move dirt 
and create a roadway 
for waiting fire equip¬ 
ment. 

The arrival of fire¬ 
fighters and trucks 
from nearby agencies 
bolstered the effort, 
including a ladder truck 
from Franklin County 
capable of pumping 
2,500 gallons per minute 
on the blaze. 

Hume said that and 
an unexpected harden¬ 
ing of the material on 
top of the pile is likely 
what brought the fire 
under control. 

“The raw material 
burned until it formed 
a shell like an egg,” 
Hume said. “That cov¬ 
ered the loose material 
and produced less heat 
and flames and were 
actually able to start to 
extinguish it.”

Wants tramp needs 
with proposed 
swimming facility 

Y our home needs a new roof, but you want a new fishing 
boat. 

Your car needs new tires, but you want the latest pair 
of designer shoes. 

Your child needs braces to straighten her crooked front teeth, 
but you want to continue buying that six-pack of Bud every 
night — the cumulative effect of which would cover monthly 
payments on the braces. 

And so it goes, mankind’s eternal struggle between eating ice 
cream or broccoli. 

The latest incarnation of swimming facility discussions is no 
different. Anderson County needs many things and a swimming 
facility, regardless the level of want, is nowhere near the top of 

that list. 

Anderson County’s EMS facil¬ 
ity is too small by half, leaving 
hundreds of thousands of dollars of 
high-end vehicles and equipment 
outdoors to rust. 

The courthouse is an aging, 
drafty hulk that also is too small by 
half in providing adequate space to 
the circuit and county clerks. 

The fiscal court chambers has 
a new roof but is otherwise in 
need of significant improvements. 
The building behind it is so bad it 
should be condemned. 

Then there’s economic develop¬ 
ment, the elephant in the room to 
which everyone pays lip service but 
refuses to feed. 

That a county with an embar¬ 
rassment of under-utilized riches 
— four-lane roads, rail, location and 
others — has no industrial park is a 
shame at best, criminal at worst. 

Don’t even get us started on 
roads. While that situation has 
improved, one needs only to ride 
the streets of tony Honeysuckle 
Estates to understand just how bad 
the county’s labyrinth of poorly designed and half-heartedly 
paved roads truly are. 

Yet on Tuesday, the Anderson County Fiscal Court approved 
$15,000 to conduct a feasibility study on a swimming facility, 
the first step in ending a decade of frustration and false starts of 
actually building one. 

The idea of a pool certainly predates his tenure, but there’s 
no question that this is what John Wayne Conway intended to 
do when he ran for judge-executive, and it’s no surprise that he’s 
following through. 

In his defense, Conway has spent the first 21/2 years of his 
term in office placing bandages, casts and splints on broken 
equipment and buildings caused by decades of neglect from pre¬ 
vious fiscal courts and judges. 

Conway is now tackling something that he — and no small 
number of the people who elected him — wants, regardless how 
badly it’s needed. 

Conway says the fiscal court can manage the project at its 
current tax rate, and that’s almost certainly true. Besides, by the 
time he’s done, what will likely be a $2-plus million project will 
probably cost less once he picks the right pockets for donations. 

Those same people wouldn’t be apt to shell out private funds 
toward an ambulance building, clerk’s office or industrial park, 
and you can rest assured they wouldn’t buy a single ton of 
asphalt, even for their own street or road. 

But it’s a safe bet that some will shell out thousands for a 
swimming facility, particularly if they are recognized in perpe¬ 
tuity. 

That’s not a bad thing, nor is the prospect of having, for once, 
a respectable public facility that gives taxpayers some enjoy¬ 
ment. Besides, were Conway to offer the legion of swimming 
facility supporters a new ambulance building instead, he’d 
be about as popular as the mom who serves steamed spinach 
instead of cake at her daughter’s birthday party. 

We certainly don’t stand in opposition to a swimming facility, 
particularly one that doesn’t require annual infusions of operat¬ 
ing cash from taxpayers. 

We do have concerns over long-term debt, however, and like 
a parent telling a child that their teeth aren’t that crooked while 
twisting open a fresh bottle of Bud, aren’t convinced those 
monthly payments wouldn’t be better spent on things the coun¬ 
ty actually needs instead of wants.

Anderson County had 
a population increase of 
12.1percent from 2000 to 
2010.10.5 percent of our 
county population is over 
64 years old. That’s lower 
than the Kentucky and U.S. 
average. Our poverty rate 
is also lower, estimated in 
2009 to be 11 percent vs. 

18.4 percent statewide. The 
teen birth rate for ages 
15-19 which is 49.77 is also 


lower than the Kentucky 
rate, which is 52.11. As a 
point of reference, the U.S. 
rate is 41.5. Remember that 
this is birth rate per 1,000 
women ages 15-19, it’s not a 
percentage. 

The education level in 
Anderson County is lower 
than statewide or national 
but not as low as some. 
Residents age 25 and older 
that have a high school 
diploma, GED or more is 
estimated at 75.7 percent 
compared to 80.3percent in 
Kentucky or 84.6 percent 
nationally.

need a jacket. 

Planting 
techniques 
are as diverse 
as the grow¬ 
ers. Everyone 
has their own 
way that they 
prefer. I simply 
plant by hand, 
except for my 
beans. I like 
the feel of the 
seed when they 
drop from my fingers. I can 
space them out just the way 
I like. It’s hard to imagine 
the grown plant when you 
drop that seed, but that’s 
exactly what you have to 
do. 

I like to give everyone 
their space, plus it allows 
for companion planting. 
Imagining grown plants 
is helpful when dropping 
those seeds. We have a 
tendency to crowd seeds 
together and then thin out. 

I think thinning really dis¬ 
rupts the roots, so I only do 
it when necessary. Plus, I 
like to “buddy” up. 


Certain plants benefit 
from having other plants 
nearby. They may help 
each other grow better, 
taste better or ward of pests 
and disease. That’s why we 
companion plant. 

It makes gardening 
easier. 

My favorite companion 
combination is the Three 
Sisters, though I only get to 
use it when I grow popcorn. 
I can’t keep critters out of 
my sweet corn. My friends 
Bill and Randi Gallrein 
grow the best sweet corn in 
Kentucky, so I don’t even 
bother. 

Three sisters is a combi¬ 
nation of corn first, then 
pole beans that grows up 
the stalk and finally, both 
are surrounded by squash. 
The corn acts as a stake for 
the beans to grow up and 
the squash keeps short crit¬ 
ters from sneaking in for a 
snack. Timing is key. 

Companion planting 
takes some getting used to, 
but it sure does make a dif¬ 
ference. Certain plants give 
off pheromones, just like we 
do. Those little chemicals 
do all kinds of things from 
warding off predators to 
enhancing a flavor. 

So, here’s a mix of com¬ 
panion buddies to inter¬ 
plant. You can raise celery 
in-between your bush 
beans. Celery also does a 
great job repelling white 
cabbage butterflies from 
your cabbage. Melons do 


well mixed in with the corn. 
Surround a squash plant 
with six or so radishes to 
prevent insects. 

Sweet peppers do well 
with okra. Sunflowers pro¬ 
vide great stalks for cucum¬ 
bers to grow up. Plant rad¬ 
ishes with the cucumbers to 
ward off cucumber beetles. 
Carrots and tomatoes are a 
great match up and almost 
the name of my most favor¬ 
ite book, by Louise Riotte, 
“Carrots Love Tomatoes.” 
The library has a copy. 

Don’t forget the seed 
library inside the History 
Room at the library. It’s free 
seeds and all you have to 
do is check out and watch a 
short DVD, then “check out” 
your seeds. The DVD teach¬ 
es you how to harvest seeds 
from the plants you grew, 
and then you return them 
to the library at the end of 
summer. Paula Mullins and 
I worked really hard to get 
this thing started and it’s 
the first of its kind in Ken¬ 
tucky. Please check it out. 

Now, let’s get dirty. Plan 
for growth in your garden 
and jackets for your plants. 
You never know what Ken¬ 
tucky’s weather will do, but 
you can definitely count 
on it getting plenty warm, 
eventually. Happy growing.

degree or more) is also lower at 17.3 
percent compared to 20 percent 
in the state. We also have to travel 
more to get to work. The percent of 
workers who travel 30 minutes or 
more one way to work is 42.2percent 
in Anderson County, 28.2 percent in 
Kentucky and 35.1percent nationally. 

Anderson County looks good on 
the median household income - 
$51,486. The state average is $40,061 
and $50,221 nationally. The top 
five industries by employment are 
local government, crop and animal 
production, food service including 
drinking places, specialty trade con¬ 
tractors and general merchandise 
stores. Note that this is not by busi¬ 
ness income, only by number of 
people employed. 

Declining industries are health 
care and social assistance. Emerging 
industries are accommodation and 
food services, professional, scientific 
and technical services and wholesale 
trade. It’s no surprise that manufac¬ 
turing is an anchor industry. 

Real income shows a slight but 
steady gain while real business own-

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Magistrates approve spending $ 15 K on pool study

A public swimming 
facility in Anderson 
County inched closer 
to reality Tuesday 
when the fiscal court 
approved spending 
$15,000 on a feasibility 
study designed to deter¬ 
mine what it can, and 
can’t afford. 

Magistrates voted 
6-1 to pay for the study 


out of money collected 
during the past decade 
through fundraisers 
that has been ear¬ 
marked for a swimming 
pool. Magistrate Juretta 
Wells cast the lone no 
vote. 

That fund contains 
about $62,000, and has 
been on deposit with 
the fiscal court. During 
a meeting earlier that 
day, pool supporter John 
Liktenhus encouraged 


the fiscal court to move 
forward with a swim¬ 
ming facility, saying a 
study conducted about 
five years ago that cost 
$75,000 already showed 
that Anderson County 
is capable of supporting 
a pool. 

“I say proceed on,” he 
said. “We’re all behind 
you.” 

The study will be 
conducted by Brandset- 
ter Carroll Inc. of Lex¬ 


ington. 

Mike Carroll, the 
company’s vice presi¬ 
dent, said the key to 
building a successful 
swimming facility is to 
figure out how big it 
should, or shouldn’t, be. 

“Building a pool is a 
one-time expense,” he 
said. “Operating a pool is 
a lifetime expense, and 
we are accurate 99.9 per¬ 
cent of the time. 

“The only times we 


are inaccurate is when 
people don’t do what we 
tell them to do. We try 
not to let you make bad 
decisions.” 

What will be includ¬ 
ed in the swimming 
facility is unknown 
until magistrates know 
just how much money it 
will cost to operate it. It 
is expected to be an out¬ 
door facility, with a lane 
pool, attached smaller 
pool and a splash park 


for children. 

It is expected to be 
built where the pulling 
track sits in the county 
park. 

The study is expected 
to take about two 
months. If magistrates 
decided to move for¬ 
ward, the facility could 
be ready to open by next 
summer.

Student arrested for alleged 
threats against high school 


Incident still under 
investigation

An Anderson County 
high school student has 
been arrested for alleg¬ 
edly making threats 
against the Anderson 
County High School, 
according to news 
releases from Superin¬ 
tendent Sheila Mitchell 
and the sheriff’s office.

Parents of the stu¬ 
dents involved in the 
investigation have been 
notified, and all other 
parents will be receiv¬ 
ing One Call notifica¬ 
tion late last Thursday 
morning regarding the 
incident, Mitchell said.

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Property owners on historic district: 'Don't do it' 


City council 
scheduled to vote 
May 13 on district

Property owners 
raised their hands high 
during last Tuesday’s 
public hearing to say 
one thing to the city 
council about a pro¬ 
posed historic district in 
Lawrenceburg. 

Don’t do it. 

“People that live 
there don’t want it,” city 
councilman Thomas 
Vaughn, who attended 
the hear¬ 
ing along 
with four 
of his fel¬ 
low coun- 
cilmen, 
said in a 
follow-up 
interview. 

“They 
live there, 
they don’t 
want it.” 

When 
the city 
council 
created 
the historic district 
commission in 2006, 
Vaughn said he thought 
establishing an historic 
district in Lawrence¬ 
burg may be a good 
idea. 

“You don’t know 
the answer to a ques¬ 
tion until you ask it,” 
Vaughn said. “I think 
the residents [at Tues¬ 
day’s public hearing] 
gave us a pretty good 
answer.” 

More than 60 Law¬ 
renceburg citizens 
attended the hour-long 
public hearing held at 
the Anderson Senior 
Citizens Center last 
Tuesday night, sev¬ 
eral taking turns at the 
podium to protest the 
potential creation of an 
historic district in Law¬ 
renceburg. 

Karen Richardson, a 
South Main Street resi¬ 
dent, said she was tired 
of living in a “regula- 
tion nation,” and would 
definitely choose to 
“opt out,” if an opt out 
category was provided. 

The Planning and 
Zoning Commission rec¬ 
ommended the estab¬ 
lishment of the historic 
district to the city coun¬ 
cil in February, but 
also recommended the 
council create an “opt 
out” provision for prop¬ 
erty owners who do not 
want to be a part of the 
historic district. 

The city council, 
when it votes May 13, 
could choose to approve 
Planning and Zoning’s 
recommendation with 
opt out category, revise 
the recommendation 
completely or vote no 
on creating a district at 
all. 

Deanna Crabb, fel¬ 
low property owner 
on South Main Street, 
said properties within 
the proposed historic 
district shouldn’t be 
anyone’s responsibility 


except the person who 
pays for the property. 

“I think majority 
needs to be heard and 
majority needs to rule,” 
Crabb said. 

Fiscal Court Magis¬ 
trate Dave Ruggles, who 
serves the 1st District, 
said he was “fundamen- 
tally opposed” to the 
creation of the historic 
district, being more in 
favor with something 
like the non-profit Blue 
Grass Trust for Historic 
Preservation organiza¬ 
tion in Lexington. 

“I think they’re way 
off base,” Ruggles said 
of the historic district 
commission. 

“No one 
loves the 
history 
of this 
county 
more than 
the people 
who grew 
up to see 
it,” proper¬ 
ty owner 
Hannah 
Ellett, 
who 
bought 
her Main 
Street home in Sep¬ 
tember, said during the 
hearing. “It’s going to 
be the people caring 
that’s going to make a 
difference, not some 
ordinance.” 

A few attendees 
stepped up to the micro¬ 
phone to speak in favor 
of the creation of a his¬ 
toric district, citing the 
necessity to preserve 
the historical value 
of Lawrenceburg and 
the potential economic 
benefits of having an 
active Main Street. 

“We’ve lost so much 
of Lawrenceburg, of 
Anderson County,” Bill 
Bryant, president of 
the Anderson County 
Historical Society, said 
during the hearing. “We 
[the historic district 
commission] want to 
try to save and preserve 
it.” 

“I think it’s still 
worth saving,” resident 
Tom Ripy said, adding 
he was enthusiastic 
about the economic 
benefits that preserva¬ 
tion and restoration 
could bring to Law¬ 
renceburg if it belonged 
to something like a 
Main Street program. “I 
still believe Lawrence¬ 
burg is worth saving.” 

City councilmen 
George Geoghegan, 

Ken Evans, Larry Giles, 
Tommy Vaughn and 
Bobby Durr attended 
the public hearing. 
Councilman Sandy 
Goodlett was absent. 
City clerk Robbie 
Hume, filling in for an 
absent Mayor Edwinna 
Baker, moderated the 
proceedings. 

The Anderson News 
contacted councilman 
Bobby Durr, but was 
unable to reach him for 
comment by press time.

within the historic dis¬ 
trict were to transfer to 
new homeowners in the 
future. 

Councilman Thomas 
Vaughn agreed, saying 
he would most likely 
vote against the cre¬ 
ation of an historic dis¬ 
trict as well as against 
the opt out provision. 

“There’s too many 
people there that are 
not in favor ... there’s 
too many property own¬ 
ers that are not in favor 
of it,” Evans said of the 
historic district. “If they 
don’t want it, I don’t 
think we need to cram 
it down their throat. I 
think we need to look at 
something that would 
please everyone.” 

George Geohegan, 
who resigned as the 
chairman of the histor¬ 
ic district commission 
when elected as city 
councilman this past 
fall, said he believes 
various objectors to 
the historic district 
could be satisfied if 
the commission could 
sit down with each of 


them about concerns on 
guidelines. 

If the district were 
created, guidelines 
would be established 
through a series of 
public hearings before 
the commission, plan¬ 
ning and zoning board, 
and the city council, 
Geoghegan said, allow¬ 
ing for input from con¬ 
cerned citizens. 

“That’s what the 
ordinance anticipates,” 
Geoghegan said. “Every¬ 
body’s getting upset 
before any standards 
are set.” 

Geoghegan declined 
to say how he would 
vote at next Monday’s 
council meeting. 

Councilman Larry 
Giles also would not say 
how he’d vote on the 
historic district recom¬ 
mendation. 

If somebody comes 
forward at next Mon¬ 
day’s meeting with an 
option that’d be valid 
and suit those property 
owners who are dis¬ 
gruntled, “I could go for 
that,” Giles said.

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Library lawsuit moving forward, donations sought

The lawsuit threat¬ 
ened two weeks ago 
against the Anderson 
Public Library has yet 
to be filed, but those 
suing say they still plan 
to do so. 

“We’re in the devel¬ 
oping stages and getting 
our briefs together,” 
said Harold Todd, one 


of those involved. “We 
still have some legwork 
to do, but we are still 
moving forward.” 

The lawsuit is 
expected to mirror 
one filed in Campbell 
County, where a circuit 
court judge earlier this 
year found in favor of 
a group of taxpayers 
suing over the way the 


library’s board of trust¬ 
ees has set rates for the 
past several decades. 

The judge ordered 
the library to slash its 
tax rate from 77 cents 
per $1,000 assessed 
value to 30 cents 
because it did not fol¬ 
low the statute by 
which libraries can 
increase tax rates. 


That judge’s rul¬ 
ing was strengthened 
when a judge in Kenton 
County ruled the same 
way last month, accord¬ 
ing to a report on www. 
cincinnati.com. 

Neither judge has 
ruled on refunds of 
improperly collected 
tax dollars asked for in 
the lawsuits. 


Both rulings 
are expected to be 
appealed. 

Todd’s group says 
the library here has 
also not properly raised 
property taxes, and is 
expected to seek a rul¬ 
ing that would cut this 
library’s rate from 86 
cents to its 1967 rate of 
25 cents. 


Todd said an account 
called the Taxpayer 
Fairness Fund has been 
established at Farmers 
Bank for those wishing 
to contribute to legal 
expenses.

Baker, 20, of 1658 May- 
wick View Lane was 
unsteady on his feet 
while pumping fuel at 
Five Star on Broadway, 
according to a report 
filed by officer Josh Sat- 
terly of the Lawrence- 
burg Police Department. 

When Wooldridge

The report says that

THE WAY WE WERE 

50 YEARSAGO 
May 9,1963 

The Kentucky Historical 
Marker Association erected 
a marker at Fox Creek, the 
first of several to be erected in 
Anderson County. 

Wyatt Shely, a member 
of the association, said that 
Anderson County afforded a 
higher than average percent¬ 
age of troops in both Mexican 
and Civil Wars, and that graves 
of many distinguished leaders 
are not marked. 

The Fox Creek marker, locat¬ 
ed on the grounds of Fox Creek 
Christian Church, bears the fol¬ 
lowing inscription: Day of Per¬ 
ryville, October 8,1862, during 
battle of Perryville, General 
Jones Withers’ troops of Gen¬ 
eral Kirby Smith’s CSA army 
attacked U.S.A. force of General 
J. W. Sill near Fox Creek while 
Smith skirmished with Sill’s 
rear guard. Many Union prison¬ 
ers and 200 wagons captured. 

A Confederate shot seven Fed- 
erals, but later was killed. He 
with four others is buried in 
Lawrenceburg Cemetery.

Just as precious metal is refined and made more 
pure through the fires of the furnance, so the 
Christian is being made perfect through the fire of 
trials. So instead of allowing our trials to weaken 
our faith, we are to embrace our trials as God's 
refining tool and allow them to strength their 
faith instead. 


£ £Count it all joy, my 
brothers, when you 
meet 
trials of 
various 
kinds, for 
you know 
that the 
testing of 
your faith 
produces 
steadfast¬ 
ness. And let 
steadfast¬ 
ness have its 
full effect, 
that you may be perfect 
and complete, lacking in 
nothing.” (James 1:2-4). 

Scripture clearly 
teaches that God ordains 
trials in the lives of 
Christians to mature 
them. Many today, how¬ 
ever, believe that any 
trial that one may expe¬ 
rience is the direct result 


of that person’s sin; but 
this is not always the 
case. Consider John 9:1-3: 
“As [Jesus] passed by, he 
saw a man blind from 
birth. And his disciples 
asked him, “Rabbi, 
who sinned, this man 
or his parents, that he 
was born blind?” Jesus 
answered, “It was not 
that this man sinned, or 
his parents, but that the 
works of God might be 
displayed in him.” 

Jesus corrects this 
common misunder¬ 
standing of illness and 
calamity. It isn’t neces¬ 
sarily due to any sin, but 
so that the glory of God 
might be made manifest 
in the life of the indi¬ 
vidual! James is telling 
us that our trials have 
an eternal purpose. If we 
recognize their purpose, 


we can properly respond 
to them. The trials 
themselves may not 
be joyful; we shouldn’t 
pretend they are. God 
expects us to cry, and 
when we do, we are to 
cry out to him. 

Our suffering finds its 
culmination in our per¬ 
fection and complete¬ 
ness in Christ. This is not 
to say we will achieve 
perfection in this life. 
Theologians often refer 
to the “already, but not 
yet” tension that runs 
throughout the New 
Testament. When we 
are saved, we are made 
perfect in our standing 
with God in that we are 
found in Christ; that is 
justification. We are no 
longer guilty because 
his righteousness has 
been imputed to us by 


faith. On the other hand, 
the “not yet” aspect of 
our salvation is that we 
are still sinners living 
in a fallen world who 
struggle with sin, but 
God is making us like 
Christ; that is sanctifica¬ 
tion. 

It is through those 
God-ordained trials 
that we are being made 
perfect. Just as pre¬ 
cious metal is refined 
and made more pure 
through the fires of the 
furnace, so the Christian 
is being made perfect 
through the fires of tri¬ 
als. So instead of allow¬ 
ing our trials to weaken 
our faith, we are to 
embrace our trials as 
God’s refining tool and 
allow them to strength¬ 
en their faith instead. 

F.B. Myer wrote, 


“If God promised His 
servants an unbroken 
run of prosperity, there 
would be many counter¬ 
feit Christians. Don’t be 
surprised at famine...it 
is permitted to root you 
deeper just as a whirl¬ 
wind makes the tree 
grapple deeper roots into 
soil.” 

Whatever your strug¬ 
gle today, if you are a 
Christian be encouraged 
that God is working out 
his perfection in your 


life which will serve to 
make you more like our 
Lord Jesus Christ. As 
Corrie Ten Boom once 
wrote, “there is no pit so 
deep but He is not deep¬ 
er still.” Soli Deo Gloria!

“Moreover, brethren, I declare to you the gospel which I 
preached to you, which also received and in which you 
stand, by which also you are saved if you hold fast that 
word which I preached to you — unless you believed in 
vain. For I delivered to you first of all that which I also

Residents search social media 
for answers as fire bums

Social media was flooded 
with posts, comments and 
photos as Anderson County 
residents witnessed the story 
of the Lawrenceburg indus¬ 
trial park fire unfold last 
Friday 

When a five-story pile of 
material began to burn Fri¬ 
day near the Dlubak Glass 
Company in the Lawrence¬ 
burg industrial park, Ander¬ 
son County residents were 
burning with questions and 
comments of their own. 

As The Anderson News 
Facebook page uploaded pho¬ 
tos taken at the scene of the 
fire, readers offered prayers 
for the firefighters. 

Others mentioned where 
they could see the smoke and 
flames — from the road, their 
workplace or their homes. 

Facebook friends on The 
Anderson News page men¬ 
tioned the fire could be seen 
from Lexington, Owenton 
County and Versailles. 


The question of whether it 
was dangerous for residents 
to inhale the fumes from the 
burning vinyl was debated 
long after the flames were 
snuffed out. 

Several Facebook com- 
menters questioned the deci¬ 
sion of the state Environmen¬ 
tal Response Team and local 
emergency management not 
to conduct air quality moni¬ 
toring. 

Emergency Management 
Director Bart Powell said Fri¬ 
day afternoon that because 
of the wind was taking the 
smoke high into the air, about 
100 feet up, there was no need 
for an evacuation. 

By the time emergency 
management would have 
started air quality monitor¬ 
ing, Powell said, they had 
eliminated any hazardous 
issues. 

As of Friday afternoon, 
there was no hazard regard¬ 
ing air quality, Powell said, 
and any minimal exposure 
should not create an issue for 


residents. 

Anderson County residents 
following the story on social 
media were not so convinced. 

One Facebook responder 
said that the big story was 
about air quality, for although 
less sensational than the pho¬ 
tos and the fire itself, it truly 
affects citizens. 

Several commenters 
described emergency man¬ 
agement’s official response as 
“utterly unacceptable” and 
“not satisfactory.” 

One Facebook post stated 
air tests should have been 
completed anyway to ease 
the minds of citizens. 

Another said she hoped 
emergency management was 
right, though “experts’ swore 
the air quality in Manhat¬ 
tan was safe in the days and 
weeks following 9/11. 

“This is total nonsense,” 
one Facebook comment said. 
“They cannot tell us there 
was no hazard regarding air 
quality without having tested

plant, particularly 
with water runoff 
because that’s cer¬ 
tainly going to travel, 
moving forward, fur¬ 
ther than anything 
else.” 

Brown said he was 
referring to the untold 
gallons of water 
pumped onto the blaze 
last Friday, along with 
residual runoff from 
the past several days 
of rain. 

“We are stepping 
up a monitoring and 
sampling plan moving 
forward with regard to 
water and any runoff,” 
he said. 

Brown empha¬ 
sized that the agency 
doesn’t believe 
residential areas were 
affected by runoff. 

“We feel like any¬ 
thing that would have 
been in the water 
dissipated quickly 
and would have been 
contained on site,” he 
said. “No residential 
areas are impacted by 
the threat of water 
runoff.” 

Waste, Brown 
said, will have to be 
removed from the site. 

“We will do a soil 
sample and investiga¬ 
tion off site to make 
sure anything away 
from the site wasn’t 
contaminated,” he said. 

Brown said air mon¬ 
itoring at the location 
during the fire did not 
happen. 

“It’s very difficult to 
set up quickly,” he said. 
“It typically takes a 
number of hours and 
this fire was out in 
about three hours.” 

Brown added that 
pollutants from the 
site “probably dis¬ 
sipated over a large 
area once the fire was 
extinguished.”

The substance that 
caught fire last Friday is 
essentially the material 
that coats automotive 
glass and prevents it 
from shattering. 

Called polyvinyl 
butyral, the material 
is essentially stripped 
away from automo¬ 
tive glass recycled at 
the plant and stored in 
a large pile at Dlubak 
Glass, located at 1052 
Industry Drive. 

The material is “not 
known to contain toxic 
chemicals,” according to 
a material safety data 
sheet released by one of 
the product’s manufac¬ 
turers, Dupont, in 2010. 

It does, however, 


release a number of 
chemicals when burned. 

“Hazardous gases/ 
vapors produced in 
fires may include car¬ 
bon monoxide, carbon 
dioxide, and complex 
hydrocarbon oxida¬ 
tion products includ¬ 
ing esters, aldehydes, 
ketones, acids, chlorine 
compounds, oxides of 
nitrogen,” according to 
the data sheet. 

The sheet includes 
firefighting instruc¬ 
tions that say: “Keep 
personnel removed and 
upwind of fire. Wear 
self-contained breathing 
apparatus (SCBA) and 
full protective equip¬ 
ment.”

UK All-American challenges 
local students to excellence 


T here is just something about 
those quiet types, you know. 

Not a lot of chatter, not a lot 
of extraneous noise. When they talk, 
it’s generally to the point. 

In the lustrous annals of Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky basketball, there 
probably have been few quieter than 
A’dia Mathies. 

That means when she 
speaks, we’d do well to 
listen. 

Mathies, who just fin¬ 
ished her career at the 
University of Kentucky, 
spoke loudly in her Wild¬ 
cat career. She is one of 
only five players - Valerie 
Still, Dan Issel, Kenny 
Walker and Jack Givens 
are the others - to score 
over 2,000 points while 
wearing the Blue and 
White. During her career, 

UK advanced to the women’s basket¬ 
ball Elite Eight three times. 

To put that in perspective, before 
Mathies arrived on campus in the 
fall of 2009, Kentucky had made the 
NCAA regional final once. Only once, 
and it was back in 1982. 

UK won an SEC championship and 
began to make regular appearances in 
the Top 10 over the last four years. 

Even though Mathies was not even 
ranked in the nation’s Top 50 players 
coming out of Louisville’s Iroquois 
High School, where she won a state 
championship and was named Miss 
Basketball, the Los Angeles Sparks 
made her the 10th pick in the WNBA 
draft. 

Of course, if you follow women’s 
basketball at all, you probably 
already knew what I just typed out. 

And you know that Mathies is wor¬ 
thy to be heard. 

The All-American was in Law¬ 
renceburg last Monday to speak at 
Turner Elementary School. 

Her mission was simple and to the 
point: Do your best in everything you 
do if you want to be successful. 

“I tried to talk about practice and 
working hard and taking control of 
your opportunities,” said Mathies, 
who brought UK teammate Azia 
Bishop along for the ride. 

Mathies got an enormous oppor¬ 
tunity because of an ability to play 
basketball. Because of that ability, she 
now has a college degree - she gradu¬ 
ated from UK on Sunday - and her 
contract with the Sparks will likely 
be much more lucrative than the 
average entry level job for a college 
graduate. 

“I used basketball as a tool,” 
Mathies said. 

A two-time SEC Player of the Year, 
there is little doubt that Mathies 
became skilled in her craft, but at the 
same time, she became a well-round¬ 
ed person. 

The quiet young lady from Lou¬ 
isville eventually became one of the 
most recognizable and beloved faces 
of UK women’s basketball. 

“In order to grow and be the person 
I need to be, I know I need to interact 
with people,” Mathies said with a 
smile. 

Last Monday, Mathies showed just 
how much she has grown since cast¬ 
ing her lot with Kentucky. Mathies 
spoke briefly, then took questions 
from Wildcat wannabes. 

Her sport? 

“Take your sport seriously and 
work hard,” Mathies said. “If you do, 
your college will be able to pay for 
going to school.” 

But always, Mathies said, take 
advantage of the opportunities. 

That is exactly what Mathies did

NEW CASTLE - This one could 
have hurt. Badly. 

Clinging to a razor-thin margin 
that had looked like a sure blowout 
just two innings before and seeing 
the tying run ready to charge just 
90 feet away and still two outs to go, 
somehow Anderson County held on. 

When Anderson left hander 
Brandon Eliadis got Henry County 
batter Dylan Adams on a called 
third strike to end the Bearcats’ 8-7 
win, there were simultaneous sighs 
of relief and shouts of jubilation. 

It’s been that kind of year for the 
Bearcats. In a season that has seen 
so much go wrong, something had 
finally gone right. 

“The kids didn’t have a very 
good psyche coming into this one,”

The field situation at Anderson 
has almost become a bigger story 
than the fact that Anderson, an 
eighth-region power for most of 
Barnes’ 14 years at the helm, is bat¬ 
tling through a regular-season with 
a rare losing record.
